IMPORTANCE OF CLEANLINESS 


To Prevent Disease Cows Should Be 


Carefu lly Brushed and Cleansed 


at Least Twice Every Week. 
- 
In the prevention of 
disease 
too 
much stress cannot be placed upon the 
Importance of cleanliness. 
For 
this 
reason the cows should be brushed and 
<deansed at least twice a week, partic­ 
ularly on those parts that arc beyond 
the reach of tiie tongue. 
Whatever 
benefit may come from the cow licking 
herself when she is 
clean, there 
is 
more or less danger from that source 
when the cows are kept inside, and 
have no way of cleaning their bodies 
except with their tongues when turned 
©ut for water and exercise. 
At certain times during the year and 
at certain stages of 
condition 
and 
health the hair comes off 
in 
great 
abundance. 
At such times, when the 
animals lick themselves, much of the 
hair gets into their stomachs and there ! 
is danger of its forming a hard mass 
that will severely injure them. 
This 
danger is minimized by brushing the 
cows carefully. It should be done daily 
while the cows are 
shedding 
their 
coats, for at this time there is more or 
less Irritation of the skin that prompts 
the animals to lick their bodies more 
persistently than at other times. 
By 
brushing them in a careful manner this 
irritation is lessened and 
the falling 
hair is removed beyond the reach of 
their tongues. 


CONTROL RICHNESS IN CREAM 


Separator Is Mo6t Important Factor, 
but When Adjusted 
Properly 
There W ill Be Variations. 


The most important factor eonrtol- 
ing the richness in cream is the cream 
screw in the separator, but even when 
that is adjusted properly there will bo 
some variations in the percentage of 
fat in the cream. Ordinarily in winter 
and when cows are more nearly dry 
they are likely to give richer milk 
than when fresh and on June pasture. 
Accordingly, cream for the winter will 
at times show 
a variation 
of about 
seven per cent, over that produced 
during the summer months. 
Not running a separator at uniform 
speed will also affect the cream, be­ 
cause the slower the separator bowl 
rotates it will affect the cream. 
If too much skimmilk or water is 
■used in flushing out the bowl after 
each time the separator is used the 
cream will be thinner. 
Use no more 
than just necessary to free the bowl 
from cream. 
Sometimes the 
skimmilk or 
the 
cream becbtn*8 ' 
‘ItoterfMrtng 
with the free passagfe of either cream' 
or the skttnitTilk through their 're­ 
spective 
openings. 
Those 
outlets 
should be examined frequently.

Italian War Vessel Rams Pas­ 
senger Launch 
50 Drowned. 


Captain of Pleasure Boat Misjudges 


Speed and Catastrophe Follows 
— Fifteen on Deck Saved. 


Venice, March 20.— Fifty of the G5 
passengers on a steam launch, most 
of whom were women and children, 
were drowned when a torpedo boat 
crashed into the pleasure vessel near 
Lido. 
The launch sank immediately. 
Although many Americans are vis­ 
iting Venice at. the present time, it 
is not believed any were aboard the 
steamer. 
Th*> people on the launch were com­ 
ing to Venice from Lido, a chain of 
sandy islands separating the lagoon 
of Venice from the Adriatic, where 
a large number of excursionists had 
spent the holiday, St. Joseph’s day. 
The launch had hardly started when 
the torpedo boat was sighted coining 
at high speed toward the harbor. The 
captain of the launch apparently mis­ 
calculated the speed and distance and 
did not alter his course, with the re­ 
sult that the torpedo boat struck his 
vessel with terrifle force aft. 
The launch sank immediately in 
deep water, taking down all those in 
the cabin. 
The otker 15 passengers, 
who were on the deck, were picked 
up from the sea. 
Many boats from warships in the 
harbor, including one from the Ger- 
nutfi 
cruiser Goeben, 
gondolas and 
other craft rushed to the point where 
the launch had gone down. 
No rescues of those in the cabin 
were effected, although the Italian 
sailors dived many times. 
A score of 
bodies wcTe recovered.

In no lino of hum a n endeavor has the inven­ 
tive brain of the scientist contributed more to the 
w orl d s progress than by the creation of the a rt 
telephony , of which the Bell sy stem is the em ­ 
bodiment. 
When the telephone was born nothing analo­ 
gous to telephone service as wo now’ k now it ex­ 
isted. There was no tradition to guide, no exper­ 
ience to follow.

While each successive ty pe of appa ratus to the 
superficial observer suggested similarity , each 
step in the evolution mark ed a decided improve­ 
ment. These changes, this evolution, has not on­ 
ly been continuous, but is continuing. Substan 
tially all of tne plan now’ in use, including tele­ 
phones, switchboards, cables and w ires, has been 
constructed, renew ed 
or reconstructed 
in the 
past ten y ears. 


Particularly in switchboards have the changes 
been so radical t ha t installations costing in the 
aggregate millions have frequently been 
dis­ 
carded after only a few y ears of use. 
Since 1877 the re have 
been introduced 
55 
ty pes and sty les of receivers and 73 ty pes

sty les of transm itters. Of the 12,000,000 tele­ 
phone receivers and transm itters owned by the 
Bell Company J a nua r y 1, 1914, none were in use 
prior to 1902, while the average age is less than 
five y ears.

The solution was only found in the cumulative 
effect of improvements, groat and small, in tele­ 
phone transm itter, lino, cable, switchboard, and 
every other piece oi apparatus or plant required 
in 1 be » ran mission of speech. 
While the limit of commercial overhead ta lk ­ 
ing had iucrea.ed from 
strictly local 
to over 


1000 miles « as early as 18 93, 
it was not 
until 
1905 that conversation could be had over long­ 
distance circuits of which as much as 20 miles 
was in underground 
cables. 
By 1906 
und er­ 
ground talk ing distance 
had increased to 
90 
miles. By 1912 it was 
possible 
to talk under­ 
ground from New’ York to Washington. 


It was then that the construction 
of und e r­ 
ground conduits from Boston to W ashington was

The Bell Sy stem must alway s rec­ 
ognize, and in its selection m ust alway s be gov­ 
erned by the necessities of a national 
service, 
with its complex requirem ents, which is infinite­ 
ly more exacting than local or limited service.

of

measurable benefit to the public. No local com ­ 
pany unaided could bear the financial or scientif­ 
ic burden of this work .
